Services  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Exchange 


The  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  takes  an  active  interest  in  all  matters  affect- 
ing real  estate,  and  allies  those  connected  therewith,  whether  as  owner,  trustee,  mortgagee, 
lessee,  insurer,  builder,  agent,  broker,  or  otherwise,  for  the  protection  of  the  community 
and  the  advancement  of  its  great  real  estate  interests.  Its  activities  are  not  merely  local 
but  State  and  National  in  their  scope,  through  its  membership  in  the  Massachusetts  Asso- 
ciation of  Real  Estate  Boards  and  the  National  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards.  It  is 
the  only  organization  in  Boston  having  these  affiliations  or  eligible  thereto.  Most  real 
estate  brokers  of  prominence  in  Metropolitan  Boston  and  many  in  other  parts  of  the 
State,  and  owners  and  tenants  representing  a  large  part  of  the  real  estate  valuation  of  the 
City  of  Boston  subscribe  to  and  endorse  the  work  of  the  Exchange  through  membership 
therein. 

The  Exchange  aims  to  strengthen  the  important  business  of  real  estate  brokerage 
by  promoting  high  standards  of  business  dealings  and  by  encouraging  a  valuable  "esprit 
de  corps"  and  good  fellowship  among  its  members  through  co-operative  work  for  com- 
mon interests.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  many  simiilar  real  estate  bodies  in  the 
country,  it  leads  in  service,  direct  and  indirect,  to  its  members  and  to  the  public,  and  its 
affairs  have  always  been  carefully  and  conservatively  administered  by  a  Board  of  Direc- 
tors composed  of  men  prominent  in  the  varied  interests  represented. 

The  Brokers  Division  is  composed  of  members  of  the  Exchange  who  are  regu- 
larly engaged  in  business  as  real  estate  brokers.  The  Division  holds  regular  meetings 
and  discusses  matters  relating  directly  to  the  real  estate  brokerage  business  and  may 
recommend  action  by  the  Exchange  to  improve  the  standards  and  advance  the  interests  of 
real  estate  brokers. 

The  Building  Owners  and  Managers  Association  is  composed  of  members  of 
the  Exchange  who  are  owners  or  interested  in  the  management  of  real  estate  and  such 
persons  in  their  offices  or  in  their  employ  as  may  be  designated  to  attend  meetings,  but 
not  to  vote.  The  Association  investigates  and  discusses  subjects  of  interest  to  owners  and 
building  managers  and  is  affiliated  with  the  National  Association  of  Building  Owners  and 
Managers. 

The  Property  Owners  Division  is  composed  of  members  of  the  Exchange  who  are 
interested  in  real  estate  through  ownership,  leasehold,  or  mortgage.  The  Division  deals 
with  matters  affecting  the  ownership  of  real  estate: — its  security  and  productiveness  and 
its  contribution  to  the  cost  of  government  through  the  payment  of  taxes. 

The  Newton  Board  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  consists  of  members 
of  the  Exchange  particularly  interested  in  Newton.  The  Board  deals  with  matters  of 
purely  local  interest  and  effect  but  only  in  a  manner  not  inconsistent  nor  in  conflict  with 
the  policies  or  interests  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  and  subject  to  review  by  the 
Directors  at  their  discretion. 

Arbitration.  The  by-laws  of  the  Exchange  provide  that  a  difference  between 
members  or  between  a  member  and  a  non-member  may  be  referred  to  the  Arbitration 
Committee,  and  members  are  required  to  abide  by  its  decision.  Records  are  kept  of  all 
hearings. 

Bulletin.  The  Exchange  issues  to  its  members  monthly  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Exchange  Bulletin,  which  contains  articles  of  real  estate  information  in  concise  form. 

Contract  of  Sale.  An  improved  form  of  contract,  or  agreement,  for  the  sale  of 
real  estate  has  been  prepared  by  the  Exchange  for  use  of  members  only,  with  imprint  of 
name  and  office  if  desired. 
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Short  Forms  of  Deeds.  Statute  forms  of  Warranty,  Quitclaim  and  Mortgage 
Deeds,  for  use  of  members,  may  be  obtained  at  the  Exchange. 

Exclusive  Agency  Contract.  A  form  for  use  of  members  only  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Brokers  Board  and  approved  by  the  Directors.  Copies  may  be  obtained  at  the 
Exchange. 

Atlases  and  Maps.  Standard  atlases  and  maps,  issued  since  1890.  of  Boston,  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Metropolitan  district,  North  and  South  Shores,  and  atlases  of 
Xewport,  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Boroughs,  etc.,  are  at  the  service  of  members.  As 
brokers  usually  require  in  their  business  only  a  few  of  the  many  atlases  issued,  but  may 
wish  to  consult  all  of  them  occasionally,  membership  in  the  Exchange  saves  unnecessary 
outlay  for  such  publications. 

Exchange  Library.  The  collection  of  real  estate  publications  made  during  the 
past  twenty  years,  including  a  large  number  of  the  latest  real  estate  text  books,  forms  a 
useful  library  of  reference  both  for  real  estate  brokers  and  owners.  City  and  town  re- 
ports of  Metropolitan  Boston  communities,  of  the  various  City  and  State  Commissions 
whose  work  relates  to  real  estate  interests,  census  reports,  etc.,  are  at  the  service  of  the 
members. 

The  Exchange  Auction  Room  is  large,  well  lighted  and  convenient  for  sales  of 
real  estate,  foreclosures  of  mortgages,  stocks,  etc.,  by  auctioneer  members  of  the  Ex- 
change, and  the  Exchange  fees  for  sales  are  extremely  moderate.  The  room  may  be  used 
by  members  and  others  for  meetings  and  hearings. 

File  of  Advertisers.  In  accordance  with  an  agreement  made  with  the  various  firms 
in  the  building  trades  who  have  taken  space  in  the  "Book  of  Assessed  Values  of  Real  Estate 
in  Boston,"  the  Exchange  maintains  a  file  wherein  each  advertiser  is  listed  according  to  the 
trade  he  represents  and  members  use  this  file  when  desiring  work  done  in  the  respective 
lines. 

Appraisals.  There  is  a  committee  of  experts  to  examine  and  appraise  the  value  of 
real  estate.  The  charge  for  this  service  is  based  on  the  value  of  the  property  and  certifi- 
cates of  valuation  are  issued  by  the  Exchange. 

Record  of  Testimony.  The  Exchange  maintains  on  file  a  record  of  testimony  re- 
lating to  real  estate  values  as  given  by  its  members  before  public  tribunals.  This  record 
is  open  to  inspection  by  the  public  as  well  as  by  members  of  the  Exchange. 

Legislation.  The  many  bills  brought  annually  before  our  Legislature  are  exam- 
ined by  our  Legislative  Committee,  and  the  more  important  of  those  affecting  real  estate 
are  favored  or  opposed  according  to  their  merits.  Special  counsel  is  employed  when 
such  action  seems  warranted  and  desirable. 

Book  of  Assessed  Values.  The  Exchange  publishes  yearly,  for  distribution  to  all 
members  without  charge,  the  book  of  "Assessed  Values  of  Real  Estate  in  Boston"  cover- 
ing the  City  Proper,  Back  Bay,  the  Warehouse  district  of  South  Boston,  the  Fenway  dis- 
trict of  Roxbury,  and  parts  of  Brighton  and  Brookline. 

Assessors'  Valuations.  The  Exchange  makes  a  complete  copy  of  the  valuations 
of  all  real  estate  in  Boston,  as  compiled  each  year  by  the  City  Assessors.  Its  files  con- 
tain all  such  valuations  since  1889  and  may  be  consulted  without  delay  by  telephone  or 
in  person. 

Suffolk  County  Transfers.  The  Exchange  receives  each  morning  from  the  Suf- 
folk Registry  of  Deeds  a  summary  of  all  the  real  estate  transfers  in  Suffolk  County  re- 
corded the  previous  day. 
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Card  Catalogue  of  Transfers.  The  Exchange  keeps  a  card  catalogue,  under 
street  and  city  district  headings,  of  transfers  of  real  estate  in  Boston,  enabling  members 
to  follow  changes  of  ownership  and  the  character  and  number  of  city  transfers. 

Rates  of  Brokers'  Commissions.  The  Exchange  rates  of  commissions  are  de- 
termined by  the  Directors  after  recommendations  have  been  made  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  owners,  operators  and  brokers  and  form  the  recognized  scale  of  charges  for  the 
various  services  rendered  by  real  estate  brokers  and  agents  in  Boston  and  its  suburbs. 
Large  schedules  of  these  rates  are  issued  to  members  for  office  use  during  membership. 

Employment.  Members  wishing  to  add  to  their  sales  or  office  force  can  refer 
to  the  cards  filled  out  by  applicants  for  positions  which  the  Exchange  keeps  on  file. 

Notary  Public.  The  services  of  a  Nptary  Public  may  be  had  free  of  charge. 

Realtor.  The  Exchange,  through  its  membership  in  the  National  Association  of 
Real  Estate  Boards,  licenses  its  active  members  to  use  the  word  "Realtor."  Realtors  are 
real  estate  brokers  or  agents  who  are  active  members  of  a  local  Real  Estate  Board  which 
is  connected  with  the  National  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards.  They  are  licensed  to 
use  this  designation  by  the  National  Association,  whose  exclusive  right  to  the  use  of  the 
term  has  been  upheld  by  the  Courts. 

Annual  Dues.  Active  members  (Realtors),  fifty  dollars;  constituent  members, 
fifty  dollars;  active  suburban  members  (Realtors),  thirty  dollars;  associate  members, 
twenty-five  dollars;  active  non-resident  members  (Realtors),  twenty  dollars;  non-resi- 
dent members,  fifteen  dollars.  Active  and  constituent  members  pay  an  admission  fee  of 
fifty  dollars.

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Resident  Members 

Active  Members — Real  estate  brokers,  real  estate  agents,  real  estate  auctioneers 
and  real  estate  mortgage  brokers  who  maintain  or  are  connected  with  offices  estab- 
lished within  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District  for  the  conduct  of  such  business. 
(Active  members  are  entitled  to  use  the  designation  "Realtor"  according  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  National  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards.) 

Active  Suburban  Members — Real  estate  brokers,  real  estate  agents,  real  estate 
auctioneers  and  real  estate  mortgage  brokers  who  maintain  or  are  connected  with 
offices  established  within  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District  but  not  in  "Boston 
Proper"  (as  defined  in  the  Schedule  of  Brokers'  Commissions)  for  the  conduct  of 
such  business.  (Active  suburban  members  are  entitled  to  use  the  designation 
"Realtor"  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  National  Association  of 
Real  Estate  Boards.) 

Constituent  Members — Trustees  of  real  estate,  operators  in  real  estate  and  lenders 
on  real  estate  who  maintain  or  are  connected  with  offices  established  within  the  Bos- 
ton Metropolitan  District  for  the  conduct  of  such  business. 

Associate  Members — Real  estate  brokers,  agents,  auctioneers,  trustees,  operators, 
lenders  and  mortgage  brokers  whose  offices- are  not  in  "Boston  Proper"  (as  defined 
in  the  Schedule  of  Brokers'  Commissions),  but  are  within  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
district,  in  case  they  do  not  elect  to  become  Active  or  Constituent  Members — em- 
ployees in  the  offices  of  Active  or  Constituent  Members,  in  case  they  are  ineligible 
as  or  do  not  elect  to  become  Active  or  Constituent  Members — and  other  persons  re- 
siding or  having  a  usual  place  of  business  Avithin  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District. 

Active  Non-resident  Members — Real  estate  brokers,  real  estate  agents,  real  estate 
auctioneers  and  real  estate  mortgage  brokers  who  maintain  or  are  connected  with 
offices  established  in  Massachusetts,  but  not  within  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District, 
for  the  conduct  of  such  business.  (Active  non-resident  members  are  entitled  to  use 
the  designation  "Realtor"  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  National 
Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards.) 

Non-resident  Members — Persons  who  neither  reside  nor  have  a  usual  place  of 
business  in  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District. 

Admission  Fee 

Every  person  who  shall  be  elected  or  transferred  to  Active  or  Constituent  Mem- 
bership in  the  Exchange  shall,  upon  election  or  transfer,  pay  an  admission  fee  of 
$50,  in  addition  to  the  annual  membership  fee  for  the  current  year. 

Annual  Fee 

Active  and  Constituent  Members  $50  a  year. 
Active  Suburban  Members  $30  a  year. 
Associate  Members  $25  a  year. 
Active  Non-resident  Members  $20  a  year. 
Non-resident  Members  $15  a  year. 

Annual  membership  fees  are  payable  on  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year, 
except  that  the  fees  of  Active  or  Constituent  Members  may  be  paid  one-half  on  the 
first  day  of  July  and  the  balance  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

Members  elected  after  January  1st  shall,  upon  election,  pay  one-half  of  the  afore- 
said annual  membership  fees  respectively  for  the  current  year. 

Every  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  Book  of  Assessed 
Values  of  Real  Estate  in  Boston  for  the  current  year  when  published  by  the  Ex- 
change. 

A  member  whose  admission  fee  or  annual  membership  fee  or,  in  the  case  of  an 
Active  or  Constituent  Member,  the  half  thereof  which  is  due,  remains  unpaid  two 
months  after  the  same  has  become  payable  shall  thereupon  become  suspended  and, 
if  the  same  remains  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  third  month,  shall  be  dropped  from 
membership  in  the  Exchange;  but  the  Directors  may.  by  affirmative  action  and  for 
satisfactory  cause  shown,  reinstate  such  member  upon  payment  of  unpaid  fees. 

No  applicant  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Exchange  as  an  Active 
Member,  Active  Suburban  Member  or  Active  Non-Resident  Member  (entitled  to  use 
the  designation  Realtor)  unless  he  has  been  regularly  engaged  In  the  real  estate 
business  for  at  least  one  year. 

No  applicant  for  membership  which  includes  the  riffbt  to  use  the  designation 
"Realtor"  shall  be  elected  from  territorv  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  local  real  estate 
board  affiliated  with  the  National  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards  unless  the 
applicant  is  an  active  member  of  the  board  having  jurisdiction  therein. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


Governing  Membership  in  the  Exchange— 
Penalties  for  Infractions — 
Committee  on  Discipline 


Whereas  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  is  the  promotion 
of  standards  of  conduct  among  its  members  which  shall  protect  the  public  dealing  in  real 
estate  from  unfair  and  fraudulent  practices  and  maintain  among  the  members  of  the 
Exchange  in  their  dealings  with  each  other  such  relations  as  shall  benefit  the  whole 
body;  and 

Whereas  departures  from  such  standards  react  upon  the  good  name  of  the  Exchange, 
curtail  its  influence,  and  injure  all  its  members;  and 

Whereas  the  by-laws  of  the  Exchange  provide  that  the  Directors 
"shall  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  ad- 
mission to  and  continuance  of  membership  in  the  Exchange,  and  for  the  good 
order,  comfort,  and  convenience  of  the  members,  and  prescribe  and  enforce 
penalties  for  violation  thereof.  They  may  suspend  or  expel  from  membership 
in  the  Exchange  any  member  guilty  of  any  act  which  may  be  determined  by 
them  to  be  detrimental  to  the  interest  or  welfare  of  the  Exchange;" 

It  is 

Resolved:  That  the  Directors  hereby  adopt  the  following  as 
Rules  and  Regulations 

I.  Every  member  shall  register  with  the  Secretary  an  address,  and  subsequent 
changes  thereof,  where  notices  may  be  served.  Notices  to  a  member  required  by  these 
rules  and  regulations  shall  be  sufficient  if  delivered  to  him  in  person  or  if  sent  by 
registered  mail  to  such  address  last  registered  or  to  his  address  appearing  on  the  records 
of  the  Exchange  if  he  shall  have  failed  to  register. 

II.  A  standing  committee  of  five  members,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Dis- 
cipline, shall  be  constituted  as  follows:  a  member  who  shall  be  chairman,  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  Exchange  from  the  general  membership  of  the  Exchange;  the 
chairman  of  the  Arbitration  Committee;  a  member  of  the  Arbitration  Committee  selected 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Arbitration  Committee;  the  chairman  of  the  Brokers'  Board,  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Building  Owners'  and  Managers'  Association.  In  case  any  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  is  for  any  reason  unable  to  serve,  the  President  of  the 
Exchange  shall  appoint  from  the  general  membership  of  the  Exchange,  the  Arbitration 
Committee,  the  Brokers'  Board,  or  the  Building  Owners'  and  Managers'  Association,  ac- 
cording to  the  body  represented  by  the  member  unable  to  serve,  a  substitute  to  act  in 
that  member's  stead.  Action  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  shall  be  determined  by  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  committee,  consisting  of  the  members  and  substitutes  then  acting. 

III.  The  Code  of  Ethics  of  the  National  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards  is  a  part 
of  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

IV.  Every  member  testifying  under  oatli  in  the  course  of  legal  proceedings  as  to 
the  value  of  real  estate  located  in  central  Boston  or  Boston  suburbs,  as  defined  in  con- 
nection with  the  schedules  of  commission  rates,  shall  furnish  the  Exchange  with  a 
statement  of  the  material  parts  of  his  testimony  within  a  week  after  it  is  given,  show- 
ing the  location  and  general  description  of  the  property,  the  value  placed  upon  it  by 
the  witness,  the  date  as  of  which  it  was  valued  and  the  date  on  which  and  the  tribunal 
before  which  the  testimony  was  given. 

V.  A  member  who  shall  be  adjudged  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  Directors  to 
be  guilty  of: 

(1)  acting  dishonestly  or  fraudulently  in  relation  to  a  client,  customer,  bene- 
ficiary, or  another  member; 

(2)  advertising  in  such  manner  as  to  mislead  or  deceive; 

(3)  violating  any  provision  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  applicable  to  him,  heretofore 
or  hereafter  adopted; 

(4)  conduct  tending  to  foment  discord  in  the  Exchange  or  to  discredit  the 
Exchange  before  the  public  or  to  be  detrimental  to  the  interest  or  welfare 
of  the  Exchange;  or 

(5)  violating  any  by-law,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  Exchange; 
shall  be  suspended  or  expelled  from  membership  in  the  Exchange  as  the 
Directors  shall  determine  that  the  merits  of  the  case  and  the  interest  or  wel- 
fare of  the  Exchange  require. 
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VI.  Iii  the  event  that  any  complaint,  oral  or  written,  be  made  to  the  Exchange  or 
to  an  officer,  accusing  a  member  of  any  of  the  offenses  specified  in  Rule  IV,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  officer  receiving  the  complaint,  to  refer  or  report  the  matter  forthwith 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Arbitration  Committtee.  The  chairman  of  the  Arbitration  Com- 
mittee thereupon  shall  appoint  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  three  members  of  his  com- 
mittee, who  shall  make  a  preliminary  inquiry  into  the  sources  and  grounds  of  the  ac- 
cusation. If  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  this  sub-committee  the  facts  disclosed  prob- 
ably warrant  further  action  by  the  Exchange,  the  sub-committee  shall  lodge  with  I  he 
Secretary  of  the  Exchange  and  with  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  a  for- 
mal complaint  against  the  accused  member,  specifying  the  charge  or  charges  in  reason 
able  detail.  No  member  shall  be  considered  complained  of  unless  such  formal  complaint 
against  him  shall  have  been  so  lodged. 

The  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  the  complaint  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  to  the 
accused  member,  who  shall  have  ten  days  from  the  date  of  giving  or  mailing  the  notice 
in  which  to  answer  the  charges,  or  such  further  time  as  the  Committee  on  Discipline  in 
its  discretion  may  deem  proper.  The  member's  answer  shall  be  in  writing  signed  by 
him  and  filed  with  the  Secretary.  Upon  the  answer  being  filed,  or  if  the  accused  mem- 
ber shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  answer  as  above  required,  the  Committee  on  Dis- 
cipline shall  proceed  with  reasonable  dispatch  to  considei  the  charges.  The  accused 
member  shall  be  notified  of  a  meeting  of  the  committee  at  which  he  will  be  entitled 
personally  to  attend  to  present  such  testimony,  defense  or  explanation  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  and  to  examine  all  the  witnesses  produced  before  the  committee. 

After  hearing  the  witnesses,  and  the  accused  member  if  he  desires  to  be  heard,  Hip 
Committee  on  Discipline  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Directors  containing  its  find- 
ings and  its  recommendations. 

The  Directors  shall  consider  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  and  such 
other  evidence  as  the  Directors  consider  necessary  for  a  just  decision.  The  accused  mem- 
ber shall  be  notified  of  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  at  which  the  report  will  be  presented 
and  he  shall  be  invited  to  attend  the  meeting  and  be  heard  in  person.  At  the  meetings 
of  the  Directors  at  which  the  report  is  considered,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Dis- 
cipline designated  by  that  committee  shall  be  present  to  give  such  further  information 
as  the  Directors  require.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Directors  held  to  hear  the  report  or  at 
some  later  meeting  within  thirty  days  thereafter  the  Directors  shall  determine  what  ac- 
tion, if  any,  shall  be  taken  upon  the  complaint  and  charges  and  upon  the  report,  and 
what  penalty,  if  any,  shall  be  imposed.  They  may  refer  the  complaint  back  to  the 
Committee  on  Discipline  for  further  report. 

No  member  shall  act  on  such  sub-committee  or  committee  or  on  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors in  the  investigation  or  hearing  of  a  case  involving  himself  or  a  partner  or  em- 
ployee. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  directors  present  require  that 
a  member  of  the  Exchange  shall  submit  to  the  Directors  or  to  any  standing  or  special 
committee,  for  examination,  such  portion  of  his  books  and  papers  as  are  material  and 
relevant  to  any  complaint  under  investigation.  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  comply  with  such  requirement  or  shall  wilfully  destroy  such  required  evidence,  or 
who,  being  duly  notified  to  appear,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the  Di- 
rectors or  any  standing  or  special  committee  as  a  witness,  or  so  appearing  shall  refuse 
to  testify,  may  be  adjudged  guilty  of  an  act  detrimental  to  the  interest  or  welfare  of 
the  Exchange  and  suspended  or  expelled  from  membership  in  the  Exchange  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  the  directors,  and  the  method  of  procedure  prescribed  in  Rule  V  shall 
not  apply. 

VIII.  A  member  who  shall  be  adjudged  by  the  Directors  to  be  in  default  in  the 
punctual  payment  when  due  of  any  obligations  to  the  Exchange  other  than  admission 
or  annual  membership  fees,  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  from  membership  in  the 
Exchange,  as  the  Directors  shall  determine  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  directors  present, 
and  the  method  of  procedure  prescribed  in  Rule  V  shall  not  apply. 

IX.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  be  represented  by  professional  counsel  in 
any  investigation  or  hearing  before  the  Directors  or  any  standing  or  special  committee 
or  sub-committee. 

X.  When  a  member  is  expelled,  all  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a  member  of  the 
Exchange  and  in  and  to  the  property  of  the  Exchange  shall  cease,  and  when  a  member 
is  suspended  he  shall  be  deprived  of  them  during  the  period  of  his  suspension,  whether 
the  member  is  a  stockholder  or  not;  provided,  however,  his  expulsion  or  suspension 
shall  not  deprive  him  of  any  preferred  stock  held  by  him.  The  expulsion  or  suspension 
shall  be  announced  publicly  to  the  members  of  the  Exchange  in  the  Bulletin. 

XI.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  added  to,  amended  or  repealed  by  the 
Directors.  Nothing  contained  in  them  shall  be  taken  to  abridge  the  authority  of  the 
Directors  to  adopt  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for 
admission  to  and  continuance  of  membership  in  the  Exchange  and  for  the  good  order, 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  members  and  to  prescribe  and  enforce  penalties  for  vio- 
lations thereof;  nor  shall  anything  herein  be  taken  to  abridge  the  authority  of  the  di- 
rectors to  suspend  or  expel  from  membership  in  the  Exchange  any  member  guilty  of  any 
act  which  may  be  determined  by  them  to  be  detrimental  to  the  interest  or  welfare  of 
the  Exchange,  or  their  authority  to  take  such  action  as  they  shall  determine  the  interest 
or  welfare  of  the  Exchange  requires.  Except  so  far  only  as  they  are  inconsistent  here- 
with, no  existing  rules,  regulations  and  standing  orders  are  repealed  hereby. 
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Rules  Governing  the  Appraisal  Committee 

OF  THE 

Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange 


Vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors: 

That  a  standing  committee  shall  be  and  hereby  is  established  for  the 
purpose  of  making  appraisals  of  real  estate,  to  be  known  as  the  Appraisal 
Committee,  and  that  certificates  of  appraisals  made  by  the  committee  under 
the  following  rules  shall  be  issued  by  the  Exchange  over  its  seal,  signed  by 
the  President  and  attested  by  the  Executive  Secretary. 

I.  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  ten  members  of  the  Exchange, 
to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  serve  during  the  current 
fiscal  year  of  the  Exchange  and  until  their  successors  have  been  appointed. 
The  Directors  shall  appoint  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  and  a  Vice- 
Chairman  to  act  when  he  is  unable  to  do  so. 

When  acting  as  a  full  committee  seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancies  in  the  committee  or  in  the  offices  of 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  for  unexpired  terms  and  may  remove  any  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  directors  present  at  the 
meeting  when  such  action  is  taken. 

At  any  time  when  requested  by  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  the  Presi- 
dent may  designate  one  or  more  especially  qualified  members  of  the  Exchange 
to  serve  on  the  committee  in  appraising  any  particular  estate.  While  such 
designated  members  are  so  engaged  they  shall  be  deemed  to  be  members  of 
the  committee  for  the  purpose  of  such  appraisal  only  and  they  shall  be  subject 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  committee.  They  shall  subscribe 
to  a  declaration  similar  in  form  to  that  required  of  regular  members  of  the 
committee. 

II.  DECLARATION 

Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  each  member  of  the  committee 
shall  subscribe  to  a  written  declaration  in  substantially  the  following  form: — 

I,   having  been  appointed 

a  member  of  the  Appraisal  Committee  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange, 
hereby  accept  the  appointment  and  agree  to  discharge  faithfully  and  im- 
partially the  duties  .devolving  upon  me  as  such  appraiser  and  to  render  fair 
and  accurate  reports  of  value,  according  to  my  best  judgment,  on  such  property 
as  I  may  be  called  upon  to  appraise;  and  I  further  agree  to  abide  by  all  the 
rules  and  regulations  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  established  for  the 
government  of  the  committee. 

III.  RESTRICTIONS 

Appraisals  made  by  the  committee  shall  be  treated  as  confidential. 

No  member  of  the  committee  shall  participate  in  any  appraisal  of  prop- 
erty in  which  he  is  an  interested  party  as  owner,  agent,  broker,  prospective 
buyer  or  in  any  other  way. 

Each  appraiser  shall  state  his  disinterestedness  over  his  signature  on  the 
report  of  each  appraisal. 

Members  of  the  committee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  testify  in  support 
of  their  opinions  in  reference  to  any  appraisal  made  by  the  committee. 

If  an  appraiser  shall  elect  to  testify  as  to  his  opinion  as  an  expert,  he 
shall  do  so  as  an  individual  and  not  as  a  member  of  the  committee. 

IV.  BASIS 

Members  of  the  committee  making  an  appraisal  shall  determine  the  fair 
cash  value  of  the  property  under  the  conditions  of  a  buyer  being  desirous  of 
buying  the  property,  ready  to  purchase  and  able  to  pay  cash  but  under  no 
pressure  to  purchase  and  an  owner  being  desirous  of  selling  and  ready  to  sell 
but  under  no  compulsion  to  do  so. 
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V.  PROCEDURE 

Each  application  for  an  appraisal  shall  be  made  on  a  blank  to  be  provided 
for  the  purpose  or  in  other  form  satisfactory  to  the  committee  and  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Exchange,  who,  with  the  approval 
of  the  President,  shall  promptly  refer  the  matter  to  the  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. An  application  for  an  appraisal  may  be  declined  at  the  discretion  of 
the  President  of  the  Exchange. 

The  Chairman  shall  promptly  appoint  a  sub-committee  of  not  less  than 
three  members  whom  he  deems  qualified  to  act,  of  whom  he  may  be  one, 
and  shall  name  the  Chairman  thereof  who  shall  forthwith  call  a  meeting  of 
the  sub-committee  to  make  the  appraisal  and  shall  be  responsible  for  its  prompt 
action. 

All  of  the  members  of  the  sub-committee  shall  personally  examine  the 
property  to  be  appraised  and  shall  promptly  complete  and  sign  a  report  con- 
taining their  estimates  of  the  total  value  of  the  property,  giving  the  value  of 
the  land  and  buildings  together  or  separately  at  the  discretion  of  the  sub- 
committee, and  including  full  reference  to  such  data  as  they  may  have  con- 
sidered in  reaching  their  conclusions. 

If  the  estimates  of  the  appraisers  vary,  an  effort  to  reconcile  them  shall 
be  made  with  the  object  of  reaching,  if  possible,  a  unanimous  decision  as 
to  value. 

When  the  members  of  the  sub-committee  have  concluded  the  appraisal,  if 
their  opinion  is  unanimous,  the  Chairman  thereof  shall  file  the  report  with 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Exchange,  stating  the  total  value  of  the  estate 
as  a  whole;  but  if  the  opinion  of  the  sub-committee  is  not  unanimous,  majority 
and  minority  reports  shall  be  filed.  All  detailed  individual  reports  of  the 
appraisers  and  all  other  papers  relating  to  the  appraisal  shall  be  filed  with  the 
report  of  the  sub-committee. 

All  reports  and  papers  shall  be  placed  in  the  files  of  the  Exchange,  to  be 
open  for  inspection  only  by  the  President,  the  Executive  Secretary,  the 
appraisers  and  the  committee. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  report  of  the  sub-committee,  if  unanimous^  a 
certificate  of  the  appraisal,  which  may  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  containing 
such  further  information  as  the  sub-committee  thinks  desirable,  shall  be  issued 
by  the  Exchange  and  forwarded  to  the  applicant  for  the  appraisal,  together 
with  a  bill  for  the  appraisal  fee. 

If  the  report  is  not  unanimous,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  full  committee 
for  disposal. 

VI.  CHARGES 

The  charges  to  be  made  by  the  Exchange  for  appraisals  shall  be: — 

On  values  up  to  $100,000.  $3.  per  thousand  dollars. 

On  next  $300,000.  $2.  per  thousand  dollars. 

On  excess  over  $400,000.  $1.  per  thousand  dollars. 

Minimum  Fee  $50. 

In  valuing  undivided  interests  the  charge  for  appraisal  shall  be  based  on 
the  value  of  the  entire  property  of  which  the  undivided  interest  forms  a  part. 

For  appraising  property  located  outside  the  limits  of  Boston  and  its 
suburbs,  as  defined  by  the .  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  for  appraising 
leaseholds  or  for  other  special  appraisal  service,  special  rates  shall  be  charged. 

When  appraising  property  on  which  a  certificate  of  value  is  already  out- 
standing, the  procedure  and  charge  shall  be  the  same  as  herein  prescribed  for 
making  an  original  appraisal. 

VII.  DISTRIBUTION 

Appraisal  fees,  upon  receipt  and  after  deducting  expenses  authorized 
by  the  President  or  Treasurer,  shall  be  apportioned  forty  per  cent  to  the 
Exchange  and  sixty  per  cent  to  be  divided  equally  among  the  members  of  the 
sub-committee  making  the  appraisal. 

A  member  of  the  Brokers  Division  of  the  Exchange  who  procures  and 
submits  an  application  for  an  appraisal  of  property  in  which  he  has  no 
interest  of  record  shall  be  entitled  to  one-half  of  the  share  of  the  fee  which 
is  apportioned  to  the  Exchange. 
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CONDITIONS  OF  THE  APPRAISAL 

Unless  otherwise  stated,  the  appraisal  is  subject  to  the  following  con- 
ditions: 

1.  Information  as  to  the  premises,  restrictions,  physical  and  income  features 
of  the  property  appraised  has  been  submitted  by  the  purchaser  of  the 
appraisal,  and  is  assumed  by  this  committee  to  be  correct.  However,  no 
responsibility  is  assumed  by  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  or  by  the 
Appraisal  Committee  thereof,  as  to  the  correctness  of  such  information. 

2.  It  is  assumed  that  the  description  of  the  premises  submitted  by  the  appli- 
cant is  correct  and  that  the  property  is  subject  only  to  such  restrictions, 
easements  and  encumbrances  as  have  been  disclosed  by  the  applicant,  but 
no  investigation  or  survey  has  been  made  of  the  property. 

3.  The  appraisal  represents  the  opinion  of  the  committee  under  the  conditions 
of  a  buyer  being  desirous  of  buying  the  property,  ready  to  purchase  and 
able  to  pay  cash  but  under  no  pressure  to  purchase  and  an  owner  being 
desirous  of  selling  and  ready  to  sell  but  under  no  compulsion  to  do  so. 

4.  The  appraisal  is  as  of  the  date  of  the  certificate  unless  otherwise  stated. 

5.  The  appraisal  covers  the  premises  described  only  and  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  applicable  to  any  other  property  however  similar  the  same  may  be. 

6.  The  attesting  signatures  of  the  officers  of  the  Exchange  certify  only  as  to 
the  authenticity  of  the  certificate. 

7.  The  employment  of  the  Appraisal  Committee  is  fulfilled  by  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange  and  its  members  upon  the  delivery  by  it  of  the 
certificate  duly  executed.

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RULES  CONCERNING 
ARBITRATION 

OF  THE. 

Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange 


Rule  1.  The  Arbitration  Committee  shall  consist  of  eleven  Resident 
Members  of  the  Exchange,  of  whom  not  exceeding  five  may  be  Directors,  to 
be  chosen  by  the  President  as  soon  after  the  annual  meeting  as  possible.  The 
Treasurer  of  the  Exchange  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Committee. 
The  Committee  shall  hold  office  until  the  election  of  their  successors,  and  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  number.  Three  members  of  the  Committee 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Rule  II.  The  members  of  the  Arbitration  Committee  shall  organize  as 
soon  as  practicable  after  their  election,  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  from  their 
own  number.  The  Treasurer  shall  act  as  Clerk  of  the  Committee  and  Cus- 
todian of  its  records. 

Rule  III.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  the  members  of 
the  Arbitration  Committee  shall  take  or  subscribe  to  the  following  oath: 

"I  do  swear  that  I  will  faithfully  and  fairly  hear  and  examine  the  mat- 
ters in  controversy  which  may  come  before  me  during  my  tenure  in  office, 
and  make  a  just  award  therein,  according  to  the  best  of  my  understanding.  So 
help  me  God." 

Rule  IV.  All  persons  who  may  desire  the  services  of  the  Arbitration 
Committee  shall  file  with  the  Treasurer  an  agreement  in  writing,  signed  and 
attested,  to  submit  their  case  to  the  Committee  and  to  be  bound  by  its  recom- 
mendation. Parties  may  bring  witnesses  before  the  Committee  but  not  coun- 
sel. 

Rule  V.  The  Chairman  shall  appoint  three  or  more  of  the  Committee  to 
act  upon  any  case  submitted,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  majority  of  the 
Committee  sitting  upon  any  case  shall  be  final,  excepting  that  any  person 
against  whom  a  recommendation  may  be  rendered  shall  have  the  right  of 
appeal  to  the  full  Committee.  In  cases  of  appeal  to  the  full  committee  seven 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee,  or  any  Sub-Committee 
thereof,  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the  hearing  of  any  case  from  time  to  time 
as  circumstances  may  require.  In  all  meetings  of  the  Committee  full  notes  by 
the  stenographers  shall  be  made. 

Rule  VI.  The  Committee,  or  Sub-Committee,  shall  decide  whether  a  hear- 
ing in  any  case  submitted  is  expedient  or  within  its  powers,  and  shall  give 
written  notice  through  its  clerk  to  applicants  for  arbitration,  of  time  and  place 
appointed  for  the  hearing  of  their  case. 

Rule  VII.  The  proceedings  of  the  Arbitration  Committee  shall  be  recorded 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  summary  of 
each  controversy  submitted  for  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  the 
award  made  thereon  and  the  grounds  for  such  award.  Said  book  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  Exchange  and  subject  to  the  inspection  of  its  members  on 
application  to  the  Treasurer. 

Rule  VIII.  Each  member  of  the  Arbitration  Committee  who  shall  be 
present  at  the  hearing  of  any  case  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  five  dollars  per 
diem  of  service,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  against  whom  the  recommendation 
shall  be  rendered,  except  in  such  cases  as  the  Committee,  at  their  discretion, 
shall  otherwise  order. 

Rule  IX.  Any  member  of  the  Exchange  who  shall  refuse  to  submit  to 
arbitration,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  any  dispute  which  may  arise  between 
him  and  another  member,  or  between  himself  and  a  non-member  willing  to 
submit  the  matter  to  the  Arbitration  Committee,  and  shall  resort  to  a  court  of 
law,  except  with  consent  of  such  Committee,  shall  be  liable  to  be  deprived  of 
his  membership  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Directors.

The 
auction  room  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  is  a  legal  place 
for  holding  all  auction  sales,  including  foreclosure  sales,  and  has  been 
used  a  great  deal  by  mortgagees  in  order  to  avoid  the  probable  senti- 
mental damage  to  a  property  by  a  foreclosure  sale  on  the  premises. 

In  drawing  a  mortgage  deed  provide  for  an  optional  sale  in  the 
Exchange  Auction  Room.  The  Exchange  will  be  glad  to  be  of  as- 
sistance if  desired. 

Members  are  reminded  of  the  fact  that  section  4  of  our  Charter, 
issued  in  March,  1889,  provides  "Any  Court  of  Law  or  Equity  and  any 
Court  of  Probate  and  Insolvency  of  this  Commonwealth,  may  by  de- 
cree or  otherwise,  direct  any  or  all  sales  of  real  estate  or  personal 
property  ordered  to  be  sold  by  such  court,  to  be  held  at  the  salesroom 
of  said  corporation."

Section  2.  Amended  January,  1927,  by  vote  of  stockholders.  (For  the  amendment  see 
below.) 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION.    Chapter  163:    Acts  of  1889 

Section  1.  Francis  V.  Balch,  Henry  M.  Whitney,  Robert  S.  Minot,  Grenville  T.  W.  Bra- 
man,  Eben  D.  Jordan,  George  Wheatland,  Jr.,  John  Mason  Little  and  Frederic  H.  Viaux,  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  REAL  ESTATE 
EXCHANGE  AND  AUCTION  BOARD,  with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws  which  now  are  or 
hereafter  may  be  in  force  relating  to  such  corporations. 

Section  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  shall 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  said  capital  stock  may  be  increased  from 
time  to  time  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars;  and  it  shall  not  commence  business  until  its  entire  original  capital  is  actually  paid  in, 
in  cash.  The  office  and  principal  place  of  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  it  may  hold  real  estate  suitable  for  the  transaction  of  its  business  to  the  amount  of 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

(For  amendment  of  this  Section  2,  made  in  January,  1927,  see  below.) 


Section  3.  The  said  corporation  may  establish  and  maintain  a  central  room  or  station  in 
said  Boston,  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  and  securities  at  auction;  and  lease  stands  to  auctioneers, 
and  furnish  a  general  meeting  room  for  real  estate  owners  and  others;  and  prepare  and  collect 
maps,  plans,  statistics  and  other  records  relating  to  real  estate  and  subjects  connected  there- 
with: and  do  and  perform  such  other  matters  as  relate  to  real  estate  interests  and  dealings  therein. 


Section  4.  Any  court  of  law  or  equity  and  any  court  of  probate  and  insolvency  of  this 
Commonwealth  may,  by  decree  or  otherwise,  direct  any  or  all  sales  of  real  estate  or  personal 
property  ordered  to  be  sold  by  such  coat,  to  be  held  at  the  salesroom  of  said  corporation. 


Section  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.    (Approved  March  22,  1889.) 
The  amendment  of  Section  2,  made  in  January  1927,  is  as  follows: — 

The  now  outstanding  100  shares  of  this  corporation  of  the  par  value  of  $100  each  shall  be 
preferred  shares,  and  the  capital  stock  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  said  100  preferred 
shares  and  also  1,000  common  shares  without  par  value. 

Any  distribution  of  income  or  capital  of  the  corporation  shall  be  divided  ratably  among  the 
preferred  shares,  and  no  assets  of  the  corporation  shall  ever  be  received  by  the  holders  of  com- 
mon shares;  so  that  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the  $100  par  value  shares  now  outstanding 
(hereby  altered  into  preferred  shares)  shall  not  be  in  any  way  impaired  or  diminished  either  as 
to  income  or  as  to  capital  by  the  issue  of  said  common  shares. 

Each  share,  whether  preferred  or  common,  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  at  meetings 
of  the  stockholders,  except  that  no  common  share  shall  be  voted,  or  be  counted  in  determining 
a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  unless  its  holder  is  at  the  time  an  active  or  con- 
stituent member  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange. 

Common  shares  shall  be  issued  for  $1.  each,  and  only  to  active  and  constituent  members  of  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  and  no  more  than  one  to  any  one  person,  and  shall  be  non-trans- 
ferable except  as  below  stated;  and  when  the  holder  of  any  common  share  ceases  to  be  an  active 
or  constituent  member,  he  or  his  executors  or  administrators  shall  transfer  his  share  to  this 
corporation,  which  shall  pay  him  or  them  $1.  therefor,  and  may  subsequently  transfer  the  share, 
for  $1.  to  a  new  active  or  constituent  member  of  said  Exchange,  instead  of  issuing  to  him  a  new 
share.  * 

The  By-laws  of  this  Corporation  are  hereby  amended  so  far,  if  at  all,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
make  effective  the  foregoing. 
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By-Laws 

OF  THE 

Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange 


ARTICLE  I. — Corporation  and  Membership 

The  corporation  shall  consist  of  all  persons  owning  shares  of  its  capital  stock,  but  no  stock- 
holder shall  have  membership  in  the  Exchange  and  be  entitled  to  its  privileges  until  he  has  been 
duly  elected  a  member  by  the  Directors  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe.  Members  shall  have  access  to  the  Exchange  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  by  the  Directors.  Members  may  be  elected  by  the  Directors  under  such  classifica- 
tions and  subject  to  such  rules  as  they  may  prescribe.  Membership  in  the  Exchange  cannot  be 
assigned  or  transferred. 


ARTICLE  II.— Officers 

The  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of  Directors  composed  of 
not  more  than  fifteen  Directors  chosen  by  the  stockholders,  who  may  be  chosen  from  stockholders 
or  members  not  stockholders,  and  also  of  the  President  of  the  Corporation  and  the  Chairman  of 
each  Division  and  Board  of  the  Exchange  established  by  the  Directors  as  hereinafter  provided, 
ex  officiis,  in  case  they  are  not  included  among  the  Directors  chosen  by  the  stockholders.  The 
officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President  who  shall  be  a  common  stockholder,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  an  Executive  Secretary  and  a  Clerk. 


ARTICLE  III.— Directors 

Section  1.  The  general  conduct  of  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  corporation  shall  rest 
with  the  Board  of  Directors.  Those  chosen  by  the  stockholders  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  corporation  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  and  shall  hold  office  for 
the  periods  respectively  for  which  they  shall  have  been  chosen  or  until  their  duly  chosen  suc- 
cessors shall  have  taken  office.  The  Directors  may  fill  vacancies  in  their  number  until  the  next 
Annual  Meeting.  The  Directors  may  hold  periodical  meetings  at  the  office  of  the  corporation, 
or  shall  meet  whenever  called  together  by  the  Presidnt,  or  by  not  less  than  three  Directors,  if 
they  so  request  in  writing.  Notices  of  meetings  shall  be  signed  by  the  Executive  Secretary,  or. 
in  case  of  his  failure  to  so  notify,  by  three  or  more  Directors.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Directors 
at  least  five  members  must  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum,  and  all  acts  done  by  said  quorum 
shall  be  valid. 

Section  2.  The  Directors  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  Annual  Meeting  choose  a 
President  who  shall  be  a  common  stockholder,  three  Vice-Presidents  from  their  own  number  and 
an  Executive  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  chosen.  The 
Directors  may  fill  vacancies  in  any  of  the  offices. 

Section  3.  The  Directors  may  establish  Divisions  of  the  Exchange  for  the  different  branches 
of  the  real  estate  business,  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe,  in  order  to  give  mem- 
bers engaged  in  such  branches  opportunity  for  conference,  investigation  and  recommendations 
to  the  Directors  in  relation  thereto. 

Section  4.  The  Directors  may  establish  subordinate  Boards  of  members  in  localities  outside 
of  Central  Boston,  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe,  in  order  to  permit  such  Boards 
to  deal  with  matters  of  purely  local  interest  and  effect,  but  only  in  a  manner  not  inconsistent 
nor  in  conflict  with  the  policies  or  interests  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  and  subject 
to  review  by  the  Directors  at  their  discretion. 

Section  5.  The  Directors  may  dissolve  any  Division  or  Board  of  the  Exchange  if  they 
deem  such  action  to  be  advisable. 

Section  6.  The  Directors  may  appoint  and  remove  all  agents,  clerks,  and  other  servants  of 
the  corporation,  and  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  all  officers  and  employees.  They  shall  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  admission  to  and  continuance  of 
membership  in  the  Exchange,  and  for  the  good  order,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  members, 
and  prescribe  and  enforce  penalties  for  violation  thereof.  They  may  suspend  or  expel  from 
membership  in  the  Exchange  any  member  guilty  of  any  act  which  may  be  determined  by  them 
to  be  detrimental  to  the  interest  or  welfare  of  the  Exchange.  They  shall  fix  rents  for  auction 
stands,  fees  or  charges  for  membership  in  the  Exchange  and  for  public  sales  held  in  its  auction 
room,  and  generally  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  corporation. 


ARTICLE  IV.— President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  and  of  the  Directors,  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Directors.  In  his  absence  a  Vice-President,  in 
the  order  of  election,  shall  serve  in  his  place,  or  a  president  pro  tempore  shall  be  named  to  serve 
for  the  meeting. 


ARTICLE  V.— Vice-Presidents 

The  Vice-Presidents  in  their  order  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  stockholders  and  also 
at  meetings  of  the  Directors  in  the  absence  of  the  President;  and  shall  discharge  such  other 
duties  as  the  Directors  may  assign  to  them.

ARTICLE  VI. — Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  in  such  sum,  and  with  such  sureties,  as  the  Directors  may 
require.  He  shall  collect  and  receive  moneys  due  the  corporation  and  deposit  the  same  in  its 
name,  in  such  bank,  or  banks,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Directors.  He  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  stockholders,  with  the  books  and  papers  of  the  corporation.  A  complete  settlement 
of  his  accounts  and  books  shall  be  made  each  year,  as  of  the  30th  day  of  June,  or  more  fre- 
quently if  the  Directors  require  it.  He  shall  keep  the  stock-books  and  issue  certificates  of  stock, 
and  perform  all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 


ARTICLE  VH. — Executive  Secretary  and  Clerk 

The  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  Exchange,  have  charge  of  its 
offices  and  its  employees  and  perform  all  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  President  or  by  the 
Directors.  He  shall  act  as  Secretary  of  the  Directors  and,  if  so  requested  by  the  Directors  or 
the  President,  as  Secretary  of  any  committees  and  keep  the  records  thereof.  The  offices  of 
Executive  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  held  by  the  same  person. 

The  Clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  and  keep  accurate  record  of  all  pro- 
ceedings thereof.  He  shall  issue  all  notices  of  the  corporation  and  shall  attend  to  such  corre- 
spondence or  other  duties  as  may  be  incident  to  his  office  or  may  be  assigned  him  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  Directors. 


ARTICLE  VIII.— Meetings  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  regular  Annual  Meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
held  on  the  Wednesday  succeeding  the  second  Monday  in  July  of  each  year,  at  such  hour  and 
place  in  the  city  of  Boston  as  the  Directors  may  determine.  All  meetings  of  the  stockholders 
shall  be  called  by  a  notice  signed  by  the  Clerk  and  mailed  at  least  seven  days  before  the  day 
of  the  meeting  to  each  stockholder  at  the  address  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  Exchange. 
Special  meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  called  by  the  Directors  at  any  time,  and  also  at 
the  written  request  of  the  holders  of  thirty  (30)  per  centum  of  stock.  Such  request  shall  be 
made  to  the  President,  who  shall  thereupon  direct  the  Clerk  to  issue  the  usual  call  for  such 
meeting;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  call,  said  stockholders  may  themselves  call  said 
meeting,  and  all  legal  acts  done  at  such  meeting  shall  be  valid. 

Section  2.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  July,  1930,  the  stockholders  shall  choose  by  ballot 
fifteen  Directors,  of  whom  five  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  elective  years,  five  shall  be  chosen 
to  serve  for  two  elective  years  and  five  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  one  elective  year.  At 
the  Annual  Meeting  in  subsequent  years  the  stockholders  shall  choose  by  ballot  five  Directors 
to  serve  for  three  elective  years  and  in  case  of  existing  vacancy  a  Director  to  serve  unexpired  term. 
A  Director  shall  not  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders  to  serve  for  more  than  two  terms  in  succession 
from  and  after  the  Annual  Meeting  in  July,  1930.  The  stockholders  shall  also  choose  each  year 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  by  ballot  a  Treasurer  and  a  Clerk  of  the  corporation  who  shall  hold 
office  until  their  duly  chosen  successors  shall  have  taken  office.  Directors  and  Officers  chosen  by 
the  stockholders  at  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  take  office  immediately  on  the  final  adjournment 
of  said  meeting.  There  shall  be  at  least  forty  (40)  per  centum  of  the  capital  stock  represented 
to  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote,  and  such  vote  may  be  given  personally  or  by  proxy;  but  proxies  shall  be  in 
writing  and  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  before  the  meeting. 

Section  3.  A  Nominating  Committee  consisting  of  five  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Directors  each  year  to  submit  nominations  for  Directors  and  Officers  to  be  chosen  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 


ARTICLE  IX.— Certificates 

Certificates  of  the  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  be  numbered,  authenticated  by  the  Seal  of 
the  corporation  and  signed  by  the  President  and  Treasurer.  Certificates  must  be  assigned  by 
endorsement.  Stock  transfers  shall  be  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  corporation  and  the  re- 
turned certificates  shall  be  endorsed  "Canceled";  and  no  such  exchange  shall  be  made  without 
being  thus  registered,  nor  without  the  surrender  and  cancellation  of  the  old  certificate.  No  cer- 
tificate shall  be  transferred  so  long  as  the  holder  thereof  is  indebted  to  the  corporation,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Directors.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  hold  at  one  time  more  than  ten 
shares  of  the  capital  stock. 


ARTICLE  X.— Seal 

The  corporation  shall  have  a  Seal,  which  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer,  to  be  of 
such  design  as  the  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  but  which  shall  bear  the  legend 
"Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange.    Incorporated,  March,  1889." 


ARTICLE  XI. — Amendments 

These  By-laws  may  be  added  to  or  amended  only  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock  rep- 
resented at  any  meeting  in  the  notice  for  which  the  amendment  desired  is  inserted.  Notice  of 
the  amendment  desired  must  also  be  posted  in  the  office  of  said  corporation  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  meeting,  but  the  meeting  shall  not  be  confined  to  the  form  proposed,  but  may  pass 
any  amendment  within  the  fair  scope  of  the  notice. 
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BY-LAWS  of  the  BROKERS  DIVISION 


ARTICLE  I  — Name 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Brokers  Division  of  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange.   It  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Division. 

ARTICLE  II  —  Membership 

Any  member  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  who  is  regularly  en- 
gaged in  business  as  a  real  estate  broker  may  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  the 
Division  on  application  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Division  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  herein.  No  other  person  or  persons  shall  be  eligible  to  mem- 
bership. If  any  member  of  the  Division  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
said  Exchange  or  shall  cease  to  be  a  real  estate  broker  he  shall  thereupon 
cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Division. 

Application  for  enrollment  shall  contain  the  business  address  of  the  appli- 
cant, the  name  of  the  concern  with  which  he  is  connected,  his  position  in  that 
concern,  a  statement  that  he  is  regularly  engaged  in  business  as  a  real  estate 
broker  and  a  pledge  that  whenever  he  buys  or  sells  real  estate  for  his  own 
account,  directly  or  indirectly,  he  will  not  assume  to  act  as  a  broker  in  the 
transaction;  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant  and  by  two  endorsers,  prefer- 
ably members  of  the  Division. 

ARTICLE  III  — Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Division  shall  be  a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman,  a 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  in  May  and  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  beginning  July  first,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
elected. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  Committees 

The  Division  shall  appoint  such  committees  as  it  shall  deem  advisable, 
or  it  may  delegate  the  power  to  appoint  committees  to  the  Chairman. 

ARTICLE  V  — Meetings 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Division  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  or  by 
any  five  members  by  notice  in  writing  mailed  to  each  member  not  less  than 
two  days  previously.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  or  by 
the  Secretary  or  by  any  two  members  on  such  notice  as  it  is  practical  to  give 
under  the  circumstances.    There  shall  be  no  voting  by  proxy  at  any  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI  — Quorum 

At  any  meeting  twenty  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  Activities 

The  Division  shall  discuss  such  subjects  and  make  such  investigations, 
reports  and  recommendations  as  it  shall  deem  advisable,  but  all  such  reports 
and  recommendations  shall  be  made  only  to  the  Directors  or  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  said  Exchange. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  Limitations  of  Liability 

The  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  acts,  expen- 
ditures or  commitments  of  the  Division  unless  such  acts,  expenditures  or  com- 
mitments shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Directors  of  the  said  Exchange. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  Amendments 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Division 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  notice  of  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.  But  no 
amendment  shall  take  effect  until  it  is  approved  by  the  Directors  of  the  said 
Exchange.

BY-LAWS  of  the  Building  Owners  and 
Managers  Association 


ARTICLE  I  — Name 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Building  Owners  and  Managers 
Association  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange.  It  is  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  Membership 

Any  member  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  who  is  interested  in 
the  ownership  or  management  of  real  estate  may  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of 
the  Association  on  application  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association. 
No  other  person  or  persons  shall  be  eligible  to  membership. 

If  any  member  of  the  Association  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Exchange  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Association. 

A  member  may  designate  any  man  or  men  in  his  office  or  in  his  employ 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Association,  but  such  designated  persons  shall 
have  no  right  to  vote. 

ARTICLE  III  —  Dues 

The  annual  dues  shall  be  $10  for  each  member  and  shall  be  payable  in 
advance  on  the  first  day  of  January.  Any  member  in  arrears  of  dues  for 
more  than  three  months  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  IV  — Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  chairman,  a  vice-chairman,  a 
secretary  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  in  May  and  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  beginning  July  first  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
elected. 

ARTICLE  V  — Committees 

The  Association  shall  appoint  such  committees  as  it  shall  deem  advisable 
or  it  may  delegate  the  power  to  appoint  committees  to  the  chairman. 

ARTICLE  VI  — Meetings 

Meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the  chairman  or  by  any 
five  members  by  notice  in  writing  mailed  to  each  member  not  less  than  two 
days  previously.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  chairman  or  by  the 
secretary  or  by  any  two  members  on  such  notice  as  it  is  practical  to  give 
under  the  circumstances.

ARTICLE  VII  —  Quorum 

At  any  meeting  eight  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  Activities 

The  Association  shall  discuss  such  subjects  and  make  such  investigations, 
reports  and  recommendations  as  it  shall  deem  advisable.  All  such  reports  and 
recommendations  shall  be  made  only' to  the  Directors  or  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  said  Exchange  or  to  organizations  with  which  the  Association,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Directors  of  said  Exchange,  shall  have  become  affiliated. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  Limitation  of  Liability 

The  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  acts,  expen- 
ditures or  commitments  of  the  Association  unless  such  acts,  expenditures  or 
commitments  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Directors  of  the  said  Exchange. 

ARTICLE  X  — Amendments

By-Laws  of  the  Property  Owners 
Division  of  the 
BOSTON  REAL  ESTATE  EXCHANGE 


ARTICLE  I  — Name 
This  association  shall  be  known  as  the  Property  Owners  Division  of  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange.   It  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Division. 
ARTICLE  II  — Membership 

Any  member  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  who  has  an  interest  in 
real  estate  in  fee,  by  leasehold  or  by  lien,  or  is  an  officer,  trustee  or  shareholder 
of  a  corporation  or  trust  having  such  an  interest  may  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
of  the  Division  on  application  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Division  in 
the  manner  prescribed  herein.  No  other  person  or  persons  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership.  If  any  member  of  the  Division  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
said  Exchange  or  shall  cease  to  have  an  interest  in  real  estate  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Division. 

Members  of  the  Division  will  be  enrolled  also  in  the  Property  Owners 
Divisions  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards  and  of  the 
National  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards  and  the  said  Exchange  shall  pay 
the  dues  therefor. 

Application  for  enrollment  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant  and  shall  con- 
tain his  business  address  and  a  statement  of  a  sufficient  interest  in  real  estate 
to  qualify  for  membership. 

ARTICLE  III  —  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Division  shall  be  a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman,  a  Sec- 
retary and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  in  May  and  shall  hold  office  for 
one  year  beginning  July  first,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are  elected. 
ARTICLE  IV  —  Committees 

An  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  Officers  and  not  less  than  five

BY-LAWS  of  the  NEWTON  BOARD

ARTICLE  I 

This  association  shall  be  known  as  the  NEWTON  BOARD  of  the  Boston

The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman,  a  Secre- 
tary and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  in  June  and  shall  hold  office  for 
one  year,  beginning  July  1,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are  elected.

The  Board  shall  appoint  such  committees  as  it  shall  deem  advisable,  or  it 
may  delegate  the  power  to  appoint  committees  to  the  Chairman. 

ARTICLE  V  — Meetings 
Regular  meeting."*  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  or  by  any 
five  members  by  notice  in  writing  mailed  to  each  member  not  less  than  two 
days  previously.  The  Board  may  by  vote  at  any  regular  meeting  establish 
periodic  regular  meetings  of  which  no  notice  need  be  given.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  or  by  the  Secretary  or  by  any  two  members 
on  such  notice  as  it  is  practical  to  give  under  the  circumstances.  There  shall 
be  no  voting  by  proxy  at  any  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI  — Quorum

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RULES 


Schedules  B,  C.  and  I) 

In  cities  and  towns  outside  of  Boston  and  its  suburbs.  Schedules  B,  C  and  D  shall 
apply  unless  agreement  has  been  made  to  adopt  the  rate  of  commission  established 
bv  a  local  Real  Estate  Board  which  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Real  Estate  Boards. 

Taxes  Payable  by  Lessee 

Taxes  on  leased  premises  to  be  paid  by  Lessee  shall  be  treated  as  part  of  the  rent 
on  which  broker's  commission  is  chargeable,  using  the  taxes  for  the  current  year 
when  ascertainable,  otherwise  those  for  the  previous  year,  as  a  basis.  In  case  of 
leased  premises  not  previously  assessed,  the  taxes  may  be  estimated  or  the  assess- 
ment thereof  awaited. 

Long  Term  Lease 

On  a  lease  for  a  term  of  more  than  21  years,  the  commission  shall  be  computed  on 
the  first  21  years  of  the  term  only. 
Percentage  Lease 

The  commission  on  a  so-called  percentage  lease  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  an 
estimate  of  the  rent  which  will  be  received  for  the  premises  as  agreed  to  by  lessor 
and  broker  or  determined,  if  necessary,  by  appraisal. 

Extension  Option  in  Lease 

When  an  option  to  extend  a  lease,  as  provided  therein,  is  exercised,  the  broker  who 
negotiated  the  lease  is  entitld  to  receive  from  the  original  lessor  a  commission  on 
such  extension;  but  the  total  commissions  on  lease  and  extensions  shall  not  exceed 
the  amount  chargeable  for  both  considered  as  one  term. 

Cancellation  Option  in  Lease 

When  the  lessee  has  the  option  of  cancelling  a  lease  before  the  end  of  the  stated 
term  thereof  the  commission  shall  be  chargeable  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  lease 
ran  to  the  cancellation  date  with  an  option  to  extend  the  lease  to  the  end  of  the 
stated  term.  An  option  to  cancel  reserved  by  the  lessor  shall  not  affect  the  broker's 
commission. 

Purchase  Option  in  Lease 

In  case  of  a  lease  containing  an  option  to  purchase,  the  broker  is  entitled  in  any 
event  to  a  commission,  as  herein  provided,  for  negotiating  the  lease.  If  the  option 
to  purchase  is  exercised,  the  broker  is  then  entitled  to  receive  from  the  original 
lessor  an  additional  commission,  if  any  be  necessary,  to  make  the  total  commissions 
equal  a  commission  on  the  sale  plus  a  commission  on  the  lease  up  to  the  time  of  the 
transfer  of  title. 

Renewal  of  Lease 

When  a  broker  is  employed  to  renew  a  lease,  he  is  entitled  to  a  full  commission  if 
the  lease  is  renewed  with  an  increase  of  rent,  or  to  a  half  commission  if  renewed 
without  increase  of  rent. 

Payment  for  Lease,  Good  Will,  Merchandise,  Fixtures  or  Other  Assets  or  for  Capital 
Stock  of  Corporations 
The  broker  is  entitled  to  a  commission  of  5%  of  any  consideration  or  price  paid 
therefor  and  also  to  the  regular  commission  on  any  lease  thus  disposed  of;  liabili- 
ties assumed  in  excess  of  actual  assets  being  treated  as  cash  payment. 

Payment  for  Option 

In  case  of  an  option  not  availed  of,  the  broker  is  entitled  to  receive  one-half  of  the 
amount  paid  for  the  option,  or  one-half  of  a  regular  commission  on  the  proposed 

transaction,  whichever  is  the  lesser. 


DEFINITIONS 


Central  Boston  is  defined  as  extending  to  tfce  southwesterly  lines  of  estates  abutting  on 
the  southwesterly  side  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  from  the  Roxbury  Canal  to  the 
X.  Y..  N.  H.  &  H.  railroad  location,  and  then  to  the  centre  line  of  Ruggles  Street 
and  the  Fenway  from  said  railroad  location  to  Brookline  Avenue,  and  across  the 
Riverway  to  the  centre  line  of  St.  Mary's  and  Ashby  Streets  to  the  Charles  River, 
and  includes  also  that  part  of  South  Boston  bounded  by  Boston  Harbor,  the  Re- 
served Channel,  E  Street,  West  1st  Street,  Dorchester  Avenue,  and  Fort  Point 
Channel. 

Boston  Suburbs  are  defined  as  including  all  districts  of  Boston  outside  of  "Central  Bos- 
ton," and  also  Arlington,  Belmont,  Brookline,  Cambridge,  Chelsea,  Dedham,  Everett, 
Maiden,  Medford,  Melrose,  Milton,  Newton,  Quincv,  Revere,  Somerville,  Waltham, 
Watertown,  Wellesley,  Winchester  and  Winthrop. 

Net  Bent.  The  return  after  deducting  taxes  and  the  cost  of  insurance,  maintenance  and 
operation,  but  not  mortgage  interest. 

Industrial  Plant.  A  building  or  group  of  buildings,  designed  for  special  use  as  an 
industrial  plant,  which  on  account  of  its  construction  or  location  is  not  suitable  for 
mercantile  or  general  manufacturing  purposes. 

Farm.  More  than  three  acres  of  land  used  chieflv  for  raising  farm  products  or  live 
stock.

BOSTON  REAL  ESTATE  EXCHANGE 

Adopted,  November  30,  1921.       Approved,  December  13,  1921 


Definition  of  Terms  as  Used  Herein 

Agent     — One  who  is  employed  to  manage  real  estate. 

Broker    — One  who  is  regularly  engaged  in  business  as  a  negotiator  of 

transactions  in  real  estate. 
Client    — One  who  employs  a  broker. 

Customer — One  who  deals  with,  but  does  not  employ,  a  broker. 

Operator  — One  who  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  real 
estate  for  his  own  account. 


PART  ONE 

Relations  of  Brokers  with  their  Clients  and  Customers 

I.  SERVICE 

1.  A  client  is  entitled  to  the  most  diligent  effort  in  his  interest  and  the  fullest 
information  and  best  advice  which  his  broker  can  give. 

2.  A  customer  is  entitled  to  careful  consideration  of  his  requirements,  reliable 
information  and  such  helpful  suggestions  as  a  broker  may  properly  offer. 

3.  A  broker  should  promptly  submit  to  his  client  all  reasonable  offers,  from 
whatever  source  received. 

4.  A  broker  should  read  the  legal  papers  which  pass  through  his  hands  and 
should  offer  suggestions  which  seem  advisable  to  make  them  conform  to 
agreements  which  have  been  reached  without,  however,  assuming  responsi- 
bility for  their  sufficiency. 

5.  A  broker  should  advise  a  purchaser  to  have  the  title  to  property  examined 
by  a  competent  conveyancer. 

6.  A  broker  who  has  negotiated  a  sale  should  offer  to  prepare  a  statement  of 
adjustments  for  approval  by  all  parties  concerned  before  the  time  for  pass- 
ing title. 

7.  A  broker,  when  asked  to  appraise  or  give  advice  on  real  estate,  shouid  not 
make  a  hasty  or  ill  considered  reply,  but  should  either  decline  to  act  or 
take  time  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  matter  thoroughly  before  rendering 
a  report  or  opinion;  and  should  make  a  fair  professional  charge  for  such  a 
service.

11.  EMPLOYMENT 

1.  The  listing  of  property  with  one  broker  as  sole  representative  of  the  client 
is  strongly  recommended  because  it  establishes  a  more  professional  relation 
between  the  client  and  his  broker,  entitles  the  client  to  the  fullest  ad- 
vantage of  his  broker's  knowledge,  advice  and  service,  places  responsibility 
for  results  and  prevents  complications  with  other  brokers.  Efficiency  of 
service  is  assured  by  co-operation  between  brokers  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

2.  A  client  should  make  clear  to  a  broker  whether  or  not  he  is  employed  as 
sole  broker. 

3.  A  broker  should  establish  clearly  who  is  his  client  and  should  always  keep 
in  mind  the  relations  of  broker  to  client  and  of  broker  to  customer. 

4.  A  broker  who  is  employed  to  negotiate  in  the  interest  of  a  buyer  or  lessee  . 
should  disclose  that  fact  to  the  seller  or  lessor;  and  the  employer,  being 
the  client,  should  agree  to  pay  the  broker's  commission. 

III.  QUALIFICATION 

1.  Acceptance  of  a  listing  as  sole  broker  should  be  an  assurance  to  the  client 
of  good  facilities  for  accomplishing  desired  results  and  of  diligent  effort 
toward  that  end. 

2.  A  broker  should  not  list  property  as  sole  broker  wnen  not  qualified  and 
equipped  to  render  efficient  service,  but  should  refer  the  client  to  a  broker 
who  can  render  such  service. 

3.  A  broker  should  inspect  property  listed  by  him  so  that  he  may  advise  his 
client  intelligently  and  avoid  misrepresentation  to  customers. 

IV.  SIGNS 

1.  Displaying  the  signs  of  more  than  one  broker  on  the  premises  cheapens  the 
property  and  may  lead  to  complications.  Displaying  the  sign  of  only  one 
broker  is  recommended. 

2.  A  broker  should  not  display  a  sign  on  property  without  his  client's  consent. 

3.  A  broker's  sign  displayed  alone  on  the  premises  should  denote  sole  author- 
ity to  represent  his  client  for  the  purpose  indicated  by  the  sign  (unless  the 
client  is  a  recognized  operator)  and  should  be  so  understood  by  the  client. 

V.  COMPENSATION 

1.  Clients  should  respect  the  established  Schedule  of  Brokers'  Commission. 

2.  A  broker  should  receive  his  commission  from  his  client  and  should  not 
accept  compensation  from  any  other  party  to  the  transaction  without  his 
client's  knowledge  and  consent. 

3.  Brokers  should  not  be  required  to.  share  their  commissions  with  any  per- 
sons other  than  recognized  brokers  who  are  not  acting  as  principals. 

VI.  PROTECTION 

1.  A  client  who  has  placed  his  property  solely  in  the  hands  of  one  broker  for 
a  specific  purpose  should  refer  to  him  all  inquiries  relating  thereto. 

2.  A  client  should  take  care  that  information  which  he  supplies  to  his  broker 
is  correct  and  complete. 

3.  A  customer  dealing  with  a  broker  regarding  certain  premises  should  not, 
while  the  matter  is  pending,  enter  into  similar  dealings  with  another 
broker  regarding  those  premises. 

4.  Clients  and  customers  should  not  misuse  information  received  from  brokers. 
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5.  A  broker  should  not  definitely  offer  property  without  authority  to  do  so. 

6.  A  broker  should  not  buy  from  his  client  property  placed  in  his  hands  for 
sale,  nor  sell  his  own  property  to  a  client  who  has  engaged  him  to  pur- 
chase, without  the  client's  knowledge  and  consent;  and  in  such  cases  the 
broker  should  not  charge  a  commission. 

VII.  ARBITRATION 
1.    A  disagreement  which  the  parties  themselves  are  unable  to  settle  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Arbitration  Committee  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Ex- 
change for  decision.   Litigation  should  be  avoided. 


PART  TWO 
Relations  between  Brokers 

I.  CO-OPERATION 

1.  A  broker  should  always  be  ready  to  deal  fairly  and  frankly  with  another 
recognized  broker  in  a  mutual  endeavor  to  serve  the  respective  interests  of 
their  clients  and  customers. 

2.  A  broker  should  not  express  unwillingness  to  deal  through  another  broker 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  a  client  or  customer,  nor  should  he  solicit, 
directly  or  indirectly,  any  business  of  a  client  or  customer  which  is  solely 
in  the  hands  of  another  broker. 

3.  A  broker  dealing  through  another  broker  should  not,  without  the  latter's 
consent,  approach  that  broker's  client  or  customer  in  regard  to  the  pending 
transaction. 

4.  A  broker  should  give  to  an  offer  received  through  another  broker  the  same 
treatment  and  consideration  as  if  it  had  been  obtained  by  himself. 

II.  INFORMATION 

1.  A  broker  should,  on  request  by  another  broker  and  when  consistent  with 
his  client's  interest,  give  accurate  information  in  regard  to  a  specified 
property  listed  solely  with  him  and  afford  opportunity  to  show  the  same. 

2.  A  broker  accepting  information  from  another  broker  should  make  only 
such  use  thereof  and  quote  only  such  terms  as  are  authorized,  and  in  giv- 
ing such  information  to  a  third  party  should  endeavor  to  safeguard  the 
rights  of  the  broker  who  gave  the  information. 

3.  A  broker  volunteering  information  about  property  which  is  not  in  hi? 
hands,  to  another  broker,  should  so  state  and  should  not  expect  that  broker 
necessarily  to  deal  through  him  regarding  that  property,  unless  it  is  so 
agreed. 

4.  A  broker  dealing  through  another  broker  should  not  disclose  his  customer's 
name  until  he  has  obtained  a  proposition  to  submit,  unless  requested  to  do 
so. 

III.  LISTING 

1.  A  broker  should  carefully  list  property  received  through  another  broker, 
recording  that  broker's  name  and  the  date. 

2.  A  broker,  when  asked  to  list  premises  which  have  been  solely  in  the  hands 
of  another  broker,  should  treat  the  listiner  as  cominsr  through  that  broker, 
unless  the  client,  of  his  own  volition,  is  terminating  that  broker's  authority 
to  represent  him  or,  in  special  cases,  arranges  with  both  brokers  that 
either  may  represent  him. 
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IV.  SIGNS 

1.  Brokers  should  encourage  the  practice  of  having  the  sign  of  only  one 
broker  displayed  on  the  premises. 

2.  A  broker  should  not  disregard  another  broker's  sign  but,  for  the  purpose 
indicated  by  the  sign,  should  deal  through  that  broker  if  he  has  sole  author- 
ity to  represent  his  client. 

3.  A  broker  usually  should  not  display  his  sign  alone  on  the  premises  unless 
he  has  sole  authority  to  represent  his  client  for  the  purpose  indicated  by 
the  sign. 

4.  If  a  broker's  sign  is  displayed  on  the  premises  of  a  recognized  operator 
other  brokers  may  go  directly  to  that  operator. 

5.  If  a  broker's  sign  is  displayed  with  that  of  an  owner  or  lessee  other  brokers 
may  go  directly  to  that  owner  or  lessee. 

6.  In  special  cases  the  display  of  the  signs  of  more  than  one  broker  may  be 
authorized,  if  mutually  agreed  to  by  the  brokers  involved,  in  which  case 
other  brokers  may  go  to  either  of  them. 

V.  COMMISSIONS 

1.  Brokers  should  maintain  the  established  Schedule  of  Brokers'  Commissions. 

2.  Brokers  who  work  together  on  a  transaction  should  usually  share  the 
commission,  when  received,  in  halves.  Brokers  negotiating  an  exchange  of 
properties,  however,  should  not  pool  and  divide  their  commissions  without 
the  consent  of  their  respective  clients. 

3.  A  broker  receiving  compensation  from  a  buyer  or  lessee  should  not  claim  a 
share  of  the  commission  paid  by  the  seller  or  lessor. 

4.  A  broker  dealing  through  an  agent  who  is  also  a  recognized  broker  should 

accept  a  half  commission,  but  when  dealing  through  an  agent  who  is  not  a 
recognized  broker  is  entitled  to  a  full  commission. 

5.  The  mention  of  a  prospect's  name  should  not  be  held  to  establish  a  claim  to 
a  share  of  a  commission.  Effective  participation  in  the  work  of  conducting 
and  closing  the  negotiation  should  be  the  grounds  for  sharing  the  commis- 
sion, except  in  a  case  where  by  agreement  one  broker  assumes  charge  of 
the  entire  negotiation. 

6.  A  broker  is  not  obligated  to  another  broker  for  bringing  him  a  customer 
after  the  consummation  of  the  first  transaction  resulting  from  that 
introduction. 

7.  Brokers  should  refuse  to  share  commissions  with  any  persons  other  than 
recognized  brokers. 

VI.  INTERFERENCE 

I.  A  broker  should  not,  without  good  and  sufficient  cause,  speak  disparagingly 
of  another  broker,  nor  attempt  to  interfere  with  another  broker's  deal  ex- 
cept as  may  occur  through  the  offering  of  more  attractive  propositions  in 
fair  competition  therewith. 

VII.  CONCILIATION 

1.  A  disagreement  between  brokers  regarding  the  ethics  of  a  transaction 
should  be  submitted  for  advice  as  to  its  fair  settlement,  by  requesting  the 
Chairman  of  the  Brokers  Division  to  appoint  two  or  more  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Ethics  to  give  such  advice,  before  resorting  to  arbitration. 
Litigation  should  be  avoided. 
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Who  Are  Realtors? 


REALTORS  are  real  estate  brokers*  or  agents 
who  are  active  members  of  a  local  Real  Estate 
Board  which  is  connected  with  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Real  Estate  Boards.  They  are  licensed  to  use 
this  designation  by  the  National  Association,  whose 
exclusive  right  to  the  use  of  the  term  has  been  upheld 
by  the  Courts. 

When  you  deal  with  a  Realtor  you  obtain  the 
services  of  an  accepted  member  of  a  local  Real 
Estate  Board.  That  in  itself  gives  assurance. 

If  there  should  be  grounds  for  complaint  against 
a  Realtor  you  can  appeal  to  the  Board  of  which  he 
is  a  member.  That  is  a  protection. 

The  standards  of  the  National  Association  call 
for  honesty  and  efficiency  on  the  part  of  its  members. 
That  means  dependable  service.

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BUILDING  HEIGHT  LIMITS 


Boston  is  divided  into  two  districts  as  to  the  limita- 
tion of  height  of  buildings. 

District  A,  limit  155  feet,  except  that  a  part  of  a  build- 
ing may  exceed  such  height  provided  the  cubic  foot 
volume  of  such  building  does  not  exceed  the  number  of 
square  feet  of  buildable  area  of  the  lot  multiplied  by  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  provided  further  that  every 
part  of  such  building  above  a  height  equal  to  two  and 
one-half  times  the  effective  width  of  the  street  but  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  shall  set  back 
from  every  street  and  lot  line  one  foot  for  each  two  and  a 
half  feet  of  additional  height.  (Chapter  137,  Acts  of 
1928). 

District  B,  limit  80  feet,  but  on  streets  64  feet  or  more 
in  width  buildings  may  be  built  to  a  height  of  one  and  a 
quarter  times  the  width  of  the  street  but  not  exceeding 
100  feet. 

There  are  several  specially  restricted  areas  in  addition 
to  districts  A  and  B  and  there  are  exceptions  for  spires, 

etc.

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FEDERAL  STAMP  TAXES 


1.  Federal  stamp  taxes  are  governed  by  the  Revenue  Act  of  1926  (not 
materially  amended  by  the  Revenue  Act  of  1928)  and  by  Regulations  No.  71. 

2.  The  following  stamp  taxes  are  of  interest  to  real  estate  brokers  and 

agents: 

"Corporation"  as  used  below  includes  associations,  joint  stock  companies 
and  insurance  companies. 

Bonds,  debentures  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  by  a  corporation, 
and  all  instruments  issued  by  a  corporation  with  interest  coupons  or  in  reg- 
istered form,  known  generally  as  "corporate  securities," — on  each  $100  of  face 
value  or  fraction  thereof,  5  cents.  Each  extension  or  renewal  must  be  stamped 
like  an  original.  Stamps  must  be  affixed  either  to  the  bonds  or  to  the  inden- 
ture under  which  they  are  issued.  If  affixed  to  the  indenture,  the  bonds  must 
bear  an  appropriate  legend.  This  is  a  tax  on  issue.  There  is  no  stamp  tax 
on  the  transfer  of  these  instruments. 

No  stamp  tax  applies  to  such  instruments  issued  by  individuals  after 
March  28,  1926. 

Capital  Stock  —  Original  Issue.  On  each  original  issue  of  certificates  of 
stock  (or  of  profits  or  of  interest  in  property  or  accumulations)  by  any  cor- 
poration: (a)  where  stock  has  par  or  face  value, — 5  cents  on  each  $100  of 
face  value  or  fraction  thereof;  and  (b)  where  stock  is  without  par  or  face 
value, —  5  cents  per  share,  but  if  the  actual  value  of  the  non-par  stock  is  more 
than  $100  per  share  the  tax  is  5  cents  on  each  $100  of  actual  value  or  fraction 
thereof,  and  if  its  actual  value  is  less  than  $100  per  share  the  tax  is  1  cent 
on  each  $20  of  actual  value  or  fraction  thereof.  Where  a  certificate  represents 
more  than  one  share  the  tax  is  computed  on  the  face  (or  actual  value)  of  the 
certificate,  not  on  that  of  each  share. 

The  stamps  are  to  be  attached  to  the  stock  books  and  not  to  the  certifi- 
cates. 

Capital  Stock — Transfers.  On  all  transfers  of  stock  in  any  corporation: 
(a)  where  stock  has  par  or  face  value — 2  cents  on  each  $100  of  face  value  or 
fraction  thereof  represented  by  the  certificate;  and  (b)  where  stock  is  without 
par  or  face  value — 2  cents  per  share.  This  tax  applies  to  all  sales,  or  agree- 
ments to  sell,  or  memoranda  of  sales  or  deliveries  of,  or  transfers  of  title  to 
shares,  certificates  of  stock  or  of  profits  or  of  interest,  or  rights.  It  does  not 
apply  to  a  deposit  of  certificates  as  collateral  security  for  money  loaned, 
to  loans  of  stock,  or  to  deliveries  to  a  broker  for  sale.  As  certain  nominal 
transfers  are  not  taxed,  it  is  advisable  to  consult  the  Regulations  in  unusual 
cases. 

The  stamps  are  to  be  placed  on  the  certificate  or  on  the  agreement  or 
memorandum  of  sale.  A  certificate  assigned  in  blank  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  memorandum  of  sale. 

3.  Stamp  taxes  on  original  issue  are  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation 
issuing  the  bonds,  stock,  etc.  Stamp  taxes  on  transfers  are  to  be  paid  by 
the  transferor.  Whoever  issues  or  accepts  any  instrument,  etc.  without  the 
full  amount  of  tax  thereon  being  duly  paid  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100  for  each  offence. 

4.  Stamps  must  be  duly  cancelled.  The  usual  method  is  to  write  or 
stamp  on  them  the  initials  of  the  user  and  the  date.

The  only  permissible  enclosures  with  a  book  at  the 
rate  of  1  cent  for  each  2  ounces  are  as  follows :  A  reply  envelope  or  reply  post 
card  or  both;  a  single  order  form  containing  no  extraneous  matter;  a 
-  loose  printed  circular  consisting  of  a  single  sheet  not  larger  than  the  size 
of  a  page  of  the  book  or  catalog  it  accompanies.  This  circular  can  not  be  in 
the  nature  of  a  sales  talk  but  must  relate  directly  to  the  book,  and  such 
relation  must  be  apparent  at  a  glance.  If  the  booklet  contains  a  sample 
of  paper,  or  if  samples  of  cloth  or  other  merchandise  are  attached  to  or 
inclosed  with  a  book,  the  printed  matter  rate  of  V/2  cents  for  each  two  ounces 
applies. 

Identical  pieces  of  third-class  matter  may  be  mailed  under  permit  in  bulk  lots 
of  not  less  than  200  pieces  or  20  pounds  at  the  rate  of  8  cents  for  each  pound 
or  fraction  for  books,  and  12  cents  a  pound  or  fraction  for  circulars,  mer- 
chandise or  miscellaneous  printed  matter  with  a  minimum  charge  of  1  cent  in 
either  case.

150  miles — 7  cents  for  the  first  pound  and  1  cent  each  additional  pound. 
If  parcels  of  fourth-class  matter  are  endorsed  "Special  Handling"  they  will  be 
given  the  same  handling  and  transportation  accorded  first-class  matter  if 
the  following  charge  is  paid  in  addition  to  the  regular  postage — 2  pounds  or 
less,  10  cents;  over  2  pounds  to  10  pounds,  15  cents;  over  10  pounds,  20  cents. 
It  is  suggested  that  large  mailers  send  their  mailing  clerk  to  the  Classifica- 
tion Section  of  the  Post  Office,  Room  311,  245  State  Street,  for  information  or 
rulings  before  matter  is  printed  or  prepared  for  mailing.    This  will  enable 
Post  Office  employees  to  cooperate  and  check  the  preparation  of  mail,  labels, 
folders  and  envelopes,  and  to  advise  as  to  the  rulings  of  the  Department  which, 
owing  to  the  nature  of  the  service,  are  somewhat  complicated. 
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AIR  MAIL  SCHEDULES 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


AIR  MAIL  POSTAGE 

The  air-mail  postage  is  now  5  cents  first  ounce,  10c  each  additional  ounce  anywhere 
in  the  United  States  except  to  Porto  Rico,  Virgin  Islands,  or  the  Canal  Zone.  Kate  to 
Porto  Rico  or  Virgin  Islands  is  10c  for  each  %  ounce  or  fraction.  Rate  to  Canal  Zone 
is  20c  for  each  %  ounce  or  fraction,  whether  carried  on  a  Government-operated  or  con- 
tract route.  The  postage  covers  all  transportation  from  the  sender  to  the  addressee. 
Special  air-mail  stamps  are  issued,  but  any  ordinary  stamps  good  for  postage,  may  be 
use.    If  ordinary  stamps  are  used,  the  envelope  must  be  marked  "Air-Mail." 

LIMIT  OF  WEIGHT  AND  SIZE 

Any  mailable  matter,  except  that  liable  to  damage  by  freezing,  will  be  carried  by 
airplane,  including  sealed  parcels  not  exceeding  70  pounds  in  weight  and  not  exceeding 
100  inches  in  length  and  girth  combined.  Live  domestic  animals  are  not  admissible  to 
the  air  mails  except  Queen  Bees  and  Baby  Chicks. 

AIR  MAIL  STAMPS  AND  ENDORSEMENTS 

Special  air-mail  stamps  are  issued  and  should  be  used  when  available.  Ordinary 
stamps,  however,  may  be  used.  All  air  mail  should  be  suitably  endorsed  "Via  Air  Mail." 
The  words  should  be  plainly  marked  in  the  space  immediately  below  the  stamps  and  to 
the  right  of  the  address.  Foreign  mail  should  be  endorsed  to  show  the  port  of  departure. 
If  known:  "Via  Air  Mail  from  S"an  Francisco,"  "Via  Air  Mail  from  Seattle,"  etc 

REGISTRATION 

Mail  for  dispatch  by  airplane  service  will  be  accepted  for  registration  upon  prepay- 
ment by  postage  stamps  affixed.  Limit  of  weight.  70  pounds;  of  size,  100  inches  in 
length  and  girth  combined.  Registry  Fees  (in  addition  to  regular  postage)  :  For  in- 
demnity limited  to— $50.  15c:  $100,  20c;  $200,  30c;  $300,  40c;  $400,  50c;  $500,  00c;  $600,  70c; 
$700,  80c;  $800,  90c;  $1,000,  $1.00;  plus  a  3-cent  fee  when  a  return  receipt  is  desired. 

SPECIAL  DELIVERY 

The  use  of  special  delivery  stamps,  in  addition  to  the  air  mail  postage,  will  insure 
prompt  delivery  at  office  of  address,  particularly  between  carrier  trips  and  after  last 
carrier  delivery  of  the  day.  Special  delivery  may  be  had  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  the  same 
evening,  but  not  in  New  York  City. 

INSURED  AND  CO'LLECT-ON-DELIVERY  MAIL 

Insured  and  collect-on -delivery  mail  (third  and  fourth  class  matter  exclusively),  not- 
withstanding the  parcels  are  sealed,  will  be  accepted  for  transmission  via  airplane. 
Weight  limit,  70  pounds;  size  limit,  100  Inches  length  and  girth  combined.  Limit  of  col- 
lection on  C.  O.  D.  parcels,  $200.00.  The  regulations  for  ordinary  insured  and  C.  O.  D. 
mail  apply  also  to  C.  O.  D.  and  insured  air  mail. 

FOREIGN 

The  air  mail  postage  to  foreign  countries  (Trans-Atlantic  and  Trans-Pacific),  over 
the  domestic  air  mail  lines,  is  4  cents  for  the  first  ounce  and  8  cents  for  each  additional 
ounce,  plus  the  regular  postage  applicable  to  the  particular  country  concerned.  This 
provides  air  mail  service  in  the  United  States  to  the  nearest  port  of  steamer  departure, 
but  DOES  NOT  provide  air  mail  service  in  the  country  of  address.  Air  mail  for  foreign 
countries  should  have  affixed  thereon  the  "Par  Avion"  (by  air  mail)  label,  which  may  be 
procured  at  the  post  office,  or  if  these  labels  are  not  available  the  notation  should  be 
written  on  the  envelope. 

PREPAYMENT  OF  POSTAGE  ON  AIR  MAIL 

The  postage  on  air  mail  should  be  fully  prepaid  in  order  to  expedite  its  handling, 
and  patrons  should  endeavor  to  prepay  the  full  amount  on  air-mail  matter.  Neverthe- 
less, short  paid  air  mail  intended  to  be  carried  by  airplane  in  the  United  States  shall, 
if  it  bears  at  least  5  cents  postage,  be  rated  with  the  deficiency  and  dispatched  as 
intended  by  the  sender,  the  amount  due  to  be  collected  on  delivery  of  the  matter.  When 
less  than  5  cents  is  paid,  it  will  be  sent  in  the  ordinary  mail. 
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ENVELOPES  OF  DISTINCTIVE  DESIGN 

Special  envelopes  are  not  required.  However,  in  order  to  facilitate  identification  of 
air  mail,  envelopes  of  a  distinctive  design  may  be  used.  Such  envelopes  are  furnished  by 
the  post  office  department  in  various  sizes.  Any  patron  may  have  envelopes  printed  for 
his  own  use,  conforming  to  the  following  specifications : 

Such  envelopes  must  be  white,  no  other  color  permissible.  The  outstanding  feature 
of  such  envelopes  will  be  blue,  white  and  red  stripes,  in  the  order  named,  drawn  hori- 
zontally across  the  full  length  of  the  envelope.  The  stripes  must  be  not  less  than  1% 
inches  below  the  top  of  the  envelope  and  approximately  %  inch  in  width. 

Envelopes  of  such  design  may  be  used  for  AIR  MAIL  ONLY.  Their  use  for  other 
classes  of  mail  will  not  be  permitted. 

Air  mail  envelopes  should  bear  the  return  card  of  the  sender  in  the  upper  left  corner 
of  the  address  side. 

FORWARDING  AND  RETURNING  AIR  MAIL 
Air  mail  may  be  forwarded  to  the  addressee  by  the  same  means  where  the  delivery 
of  the  matter  will  be  expedited  if  carried  by  air,  without  payment  of  additional  postage. 
Undeliverable  air  mail  will  not  be  returned  by  air  mail  without  payment  of  additional  air- 
mail postage.
